I think these last few weeks 
have been of particular import¬ 
ance to our Spanish-speaking 
population in the matter of, air¬ 
line business and travel. 

Our first Hispanic airline exe¬ 
cutive was appointed in San José, 
and airline fares to México were 
substantially reduced by Mexi¬ 
cana Airlines. 



Rolando Rosales was recently 
appointed Mexicana Airline dis¬ 
trict sales manager in San José. 
Rolando was born in El Salvador 
and spent his boyhood on a coffee 
plantation managed by his father. 
He graduated from the Institute 
of Technical Education at San 
Salvador with a degree in con¬ 
struction. After two years in the 
municipal planning department, 
de settled in San Francisco. 

Rolando graduated from San 
Francisco College of Travel and 
worked for another airline and a 


travel agency before joining Mexi¬ 
cana Airlines in 1971. Rolando is 
married to his wife Lola; they 
have 3 children including a set of 
twins. He tells me he is anxious 
to meet people in this community 
and to participate in some of our 
Latin American events. Rolando 
is a very friendly and knowledge¬ 
able person, I know he will be an 
asset to this community. 

The matter of the new airline 
service to México and low airfares 
I thought was important because 
the new route Mexicana started 
on September 1 is to Guadalajara 
where a large percentage of our 
Mexican families in this valley 
come from. 

My guess is that at least one- 
third of our residents of Mexican 
origin have their roots in the state 
of Jalisco, particularly in the 
Guadalajara area. 

The new nightly non-stop 
flights between San Francisco and 
Guadalajara now cost only $75 
each way on Mexicana Airlines. 
This is the lowest ever available 
fare between the two cities. In 
the past, many Mexican families 
were unable to afford the airfare 
and were forced to drive their 
automobiles. 

Mexicana also inaugurated on 
August 24 daily flights from San 
Francisco to Mexico City; the 
round-trip will be as low as $192. 
Until now, Bay Area passengers 
going to Mexico City had to catch 
Mexicana in Los Angeles. 













During the inaugural flights, 
ceremonies I had the honor of 
meeting Mexicana Airlines Presi¬ 


dent and Chief Executive Officer 
Manuel Sosa de la Vega. He is a 
man who had a humble begin¬ 
ning; he started with Mexicana 
as a Spanish-English typist and 
worked his way up to the top posi¬ 
tion. 

Mexicana was close to bank¬ 
ruptcy when he became its head, 
but under his leadership, the fi¬ 
nancial trend quickly reversed. 
Mr. Sosa has held high ranking 
positions in national and interna¬ 
tional airline boards. I hope some¬ 
time soon he will honor us with 
his visit to San José.

Don Alonso Cadena nació en 
Juno, Texas. Un pequeño poblado 
cerca de Del Rió. Sus estudios pri¬ 
marios los hizo en Español y des¬ 
pués los hizo en Inglés. 

El Sr. Valderiano Cadena, padre 
de Alonso era dueño de una he¬ 
rrería en Del Rió y quiso que su 
hijo aprendiera el oficio de he¬ 
rrero, desde que Alonso tenia diez 
años trabajó con su padre en su 
taller, después de 7 años el joven 
Cadena se separó y se fue a tra¬ 
bajar en los astilleros de New Or¬ 
leans por cerca de un año. Cuando 
terminó la primera guerra mun¬ 
dial Alonso regresó a Del Rió y 
trabajó con su hermano Hernán 
en su taller de Herrería que esta¬ 
ba localizado en el centro de la 
Ciudad de Del Rió. Algún tiempo 
después nuestro entrevistado tra¬ 
bajó para Valverde Irrigation 
como herrero y prestó sus servicios 
por nueve años. 



Se caso el joven Alonso Cadena 
con la señorita Julia Dreager que 
es la señora de Alonso Cadena 
hasta la fecha, formando un ma¬ 
trimonio feliz, mas de cincuenta 
años de dicha matrimonial; han 
tenido cuatro hijos, dos hombres 
y dos mujeres. Viola Nilssons es 
Farmacéutica, Alonso Jr. es pro¬ 


fesor, Daniel es Administrador de 
Negocios, y Cristina Estabrook 
Bachiller en Artes, profesora de 
piano y profesora de idiomas. 

Alonso trabajó en Del Rió como 
mayordomo y director del taller 
en donde se construyeron los 
aparatos para la ridiodifusora 
XERA una de las más potentes en 
aquella época. Cuando se terminó 
el trabajo se estableció en su 
propio negocio, abrió un taller de 
mecánica en general en el que 
atendió a su clientela por unos 
diez años.

OKTOBER-FEST 78 
A gala recreation of the Ger¬ 
man harvest celebration is being 
planned in San Jose on Septem¬ 
ber, 22, 23, and 24, 1978. Just as 
towns in the Rhine country are 
planning large fests to herald the 
coming of October and the har¬ 
vest, San Pedro Square is pre¬ 
paring a mammoth celebration for 
the Bay Area Community-Octo- 
berfest 78. 

A large brick warehouse in 
downtown San Jose is being pre¬ 


pared for the sixty picnic tables, 
5,000 balloons, German decora¬ 
tions of all kinds, dancing and 
performing stages, fifty trees and 
sale of food and beverages for the 
three days in September. 

Sausages, hand-made by special 
recipe, soft raised pretzels, Ger¬ 
man rhine wine, kegs of German 
and American beer, schnaps, 
champagne and authentic apple 
struesel have been ordered for the 
event. 

Authentic, costumed dancers 
and musicians are readying them¬ 
selves to entertain the area Ger¬ 
mans and would-be Germans who 
are expected for the event. Festi¬ 
vities will begin at 6 p.m. on Fri¬ 
day, September 22, continue until 
midnight, commence again at two 
on Saturday and cease at mid¬ 
night. On Sunday the fest will 
open at 2 p.m. and end at 8 p.m. 
Each night of the event 1000 bal¬ 
loons, some containing certificates 
good for valuable prizes, will be 
released. A beer-drinking contest 
will be held each evening, with 
ceramic steins as prizes. 

A 14-oz. decorative beer stein 
specially engraved with the Okto- 
berfest emblem will be offered 
during the event, full of beer, for 
$ 2 . Costumed fraulines will roam 
the hall, selling schnaps to the 
crowd and awarding a special sou¬ 
venir to those purchasing three or 
more. Entertainment provided by 
the Hollanders, the Edelweiss 
Quartet plus Annie Hoffman, the 
Ensemble International, the Ober- 
krainer Band and many more will 
fill the hall the entire time the 
doors are open. A specially-con¬ 
structed stage will allow dancing 
at all times. Admission is $1, chil¬ 
dren under twelve are free. Furth¬

Prensa”) join us at our table for 
> one of the dinner shows. Richard 
has the fastest camera in the 
West, bar none, and an eye for a 
k pretty girl. He was at the right 
place at the right time because 
when Vikki went out into he au¬ 
dience while performing, she sat 
on the dinner table along side of 
Richard and sang directly to him, 
much to the delight of everyone

Some of the songs included in 
her new show were Daybreak, 
You Needed Me, Love Is Just A 
Game, Walk Softly When You 
Walk By Me.
